ROYAL RUDENESS. 


The Prince of Wales Creates a Sensation at 
the Opera Comique. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 10.—As the Prince of 
Wales came out of the House of Commons last 
evening with his friends, the newsboys were 
filling the streets with shouts of ExXtraordi- 
nary behavior of His Royal Highness at the 
theater last night. There was a large au- 
dience of first nighters at the Opera Comique 
Wednesday evening to see Mrs. Bernard 
Beere in the new and unwholesome play, 
‘*Ariane,’’ which is a dramatization of Mrs. 
Campbell Praedss’ ‘‘Won in Wedlock. The 
Prince of Wales was there in the royal box 
with a duke, an earl and several other gentle- 
men. In the orchestra stalls, just below 
him, were Justin McCarthy and his 
daughter, Lady Colin Campbell, Edmund 
Yates and other mofe or less conspicuous peo- 
ple. The newspapers call it as brilliant a first 
night, socially considered, as has ever been 
seen in London. The play started with a long 
conversation intended to show the miserable 
home in which the disreputable father, the 
drunken husband and the wretched wife are 
the chief figures. Suddenly, as the people 
were straining every ear to catch the words 
from the pallid lips of Mrs Bernard Beere, 
there came from the royal box loud tones, 
nay, almost shouts, of conversation. The 
actors paused for a moment and the audience 
hissed. A man in the dress circle shouted, 
„This is not a smoking concert.’’ 


COOLED DOWN. 
The Prince turned his face to the house for a 
moment, as though surprised at the unanimity 
of the resentment shown, and then continued 
the conversation in a tone of voice not one 
whit moderated. Mrs. Beere gave the cue to 
the actors by going on with the lines and pay- 
ing no further attention to the interruption. 
Some society people in the audience, too, 
tried to set an example by looking very hard 
at the stage and endeavoring to appear deaf. 
But the people in the dress circle and gal- 
leries would not submit. 
CRIES OF ‘‘HUSH, HUSH!’’ 
almost drowned the voices of the people on 
the stage. Mrs. Beere, nervous with the worry 
of a first night, looked as though she were go- 
ing into hysterics. It was a repetition of the 
scene in the Metropolitan Opera-house, New 
York, last year, when the orchestra seats rose 
en masse against some talkative people in the 
boxes. At last when the Prince drew his 
chair toward the front of the box and 
valid strict attention to. the play, 
quiet was restored. None of the eritics ot the 
morning papers mentioned the incident, but 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M. P., dropped into the 
theater for a moment after he had been down 
to meet Mr. Gladstone and saw the whole 
thing. The result is that he pitched into the 
Prince in hot editorial style in the Star last 
night, and the newsboys are shouting them - 
selves hoarse over the rudeness of royalty.

WAS ONCE WEALTHY, 


But Died Alone and In Very Straightened 
Circumstances. 


An inquest is to be held this afternoon on the 
body of Dr. John E. V. Radcliffe, who died 
without medical attendance yesterday after- 
noon at No. 21 Oenter street. Dr. Radcliffe 
was 50 years of age and a widower, and occu- 
pied a room in the third story of the building 
where he died. He was a Mason in good 
standing and his remains will be interred by 


that order at Terre Haute, Ind., his old home. 
The doctor was at one time reported 
quite well-to-do, but died almost a pauper, 
although he claimed there was money owing 
him from various people, among them an ex- 
United States Senator to whom he had loaned 
$2, Of late years Radciiffe had earned a 
livelihood by manufacturing yeast and wash- 
blue and peddling them from door to door. 
He had served in the Mexican war, and drew a 
pension from that source. For four weeks he 
was complaining and he was confined to his 
bed three weeks. He refused, however, to 
callin a physician until yesterday, when. Dr. 
Irvine was summoned, arriving just as Rad- 
cliffe breathed hig last. The room of the de- 
ceased was filled with drugs and poisons, but 
he is believed to have used them in his bus! 
ness, and his death is thought to be the result 
of natural causes.

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THE REMARKABLE CAREER AND DOUBLE 
LIFE OF HENRY k REESE 


The Defaulting Cashier of the Continental 

Hotel, Philadelphia, a Veteran Offender 

—Reese’s Statement—Fergery and Em- 
bezzlement—A Good Church Member. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., February 10.—As was 
stated in the morning papers yesterday Henry 
E. Reese, defaulting cashier of the Continental 
Hotel, was a veteran offender, having plun- 
dered Chas. Magarge & Co. of $48,000, much of 
which he is said to have contributed to church 
work. Then, as now, however, he stole for a 
woman not his wife. Reese spenta most dis- 
tressful day in Moyamensing Prison, Physic- 
ally he ls a wreck, and there is no doubt 
that he is fast going to pieces. He spent 
much of the day in pacing his celland reading 
a Bible. To the Post-DIsPpaATCH correspondent 
he said: ‘‘I don’t put the blame of my position 
on any one and I regret my position because of 
my wife and the injuryI did Mr. Kingsley. 
It’s not true that Itold the Kurtz people to 
move. I did send word to Jennie Kurtz that I 
was under arrest. If I had known she would 
have gone away I would have prevented it. A 
paper says I went to her home in a oab and 
came out of it drunk. That is notso; I den’t 
drink liquor. The hearing was a surprise to 
me. Idid not expect I would haveto goto 
prison, as I had offered restitution and it had 
been accepted.’’ 

All this was said in a disconnected way. The 
correspondent showed Reese an extract from 
an evening paper giving an account of his past 
career. He sighed heavily twice while read- 
ing it, and at the close exclaimed: ‘‘I ex- 
pected such things. Oh, I can’t look any hon- 
est man in the face any more, I am lost for- 
ever. I've been a fool. 

In reference to Reese’s mode of living dur - 
ing the time he held the position of cashier at 
Magarge’s, his habits were such as not 
to arouse a suspicion of anything wrong. 


He appeared to have a mania for carriages, 
however, and itis said invariably rode home 
in one when other and as well-salaried em- 
ployes of the firm were happy to take a street 
car. While with Mr. Magarge Reese was mar- 
ried, and it is said the fee to his minister was 
a check for $500. At a donation persy the pas- 
tor received from him a check for a large 
amount bearing the signature of J. Magarge 
&Co., though it was regularly indorsed as 

ayable to Reese. His wife, it is said, never 
es ne why he left his position with Magarge. 
They then lived together in Columbia avenue 
in handsome style. 

THE PAST. 

Three years after his first confession and on 
the failure of Mr. Magarge, Reese engaged in 
the manufacture of paper near Valley Forge 
with Clugston, who was mysteriously mur- 
dered one night in the autumn of 1 Mr. 
David Clegg was atone time associated with 
Reese, under the firm name of Clegg, Clugston 
& Reese, but withdrew from the firm when it 
was discovered that Reese was appropriating 
money to his own use. Since Mr. 
Clegg withdrew from the partnership 
several firms in this city have 
presented him notes tothe amount of $8,000, 
which, although they bore the firm name, were 
drawn by Reese and no account ever made of 
them to the firm. The result is that Mr. Clegg 
has been-financially ruined. Mr. Clegg was in 
the employ of Magarge & Co. when Reese was 
charged with embezzlement, but asthe firm 
did not prosecute or discharge him, and as 
they were both members ot the same church, 
Mr. Clegg believed him innocent. 

Jennie Kurtz, the woman to whom Reese 
charges his downfall, is believed to be in 
Baltimore. The Kurtz family came from

SPRINGFIELD, II., February 10.—Chairman 
Pierson of the Live-Stock Board, in speaking 
of the report of Commissioner Colman in re- 
gard to pleuro-pneumonia in Chicago, said 
the Commissioner is misrepresenting the facts 
or is himself misrepresented by the public 
Prints.

TERRIBLE TORTURE, 


A Case of Atrecious Cruelty by the Officers 
of the Ship Macedon, 


PHILADELPHIA, February 10.—The Record 
this morning has the following account of the 
voyage of the ship Macedon from Philadelphia 
to Hiogo, in which it is shown by the finding 
of a court of inquiry thatthe crew were sub- 
jected to the most cruel treatment: ‘One of 
the most atrocious cases of cruelty ever 
known in the annals of the sea has been dis- 
closed by the finding ofa naval court of in- 
quiry in connection with the voyage of the 


British ship Macedon, from Philadelphia to 
Hiogo, Japan. The Macedon left this port o 
May 19, 1887, in command of Jesse Will 
Jones, master, and after a protracted vo 

of 218 days reached her destination on 
December 22, with her crew ro- 
duced in number b death and 
disease and the survivors half dazed from the 
brutal treatment to which they had been sub- 
jected at the hands of the ship’s officers. The 
crew were all shipped at Philadelphia, several 
of them having been American seamen. Five 
unfortunates succumbed to their tortures and 
were thrown overboard to be devoured by a 
school of sharks that followed in the wake of 
the ship. The list of the dead included Ed- 
ward Grant, John Miller, James Armstrong, 
Alvin Chapel and Angelo Bianchi. On the ar- 
rivel of the Macedon at Hiogo, out of a total 
surviving complement of seventeen persons 
on board, thirteen were suffering from scurvy, 
only the master, mate, cook and steward hav 
ing been exempted from the symptoms of that 
dreaded disease. 

Charges of gross tyranny were formulated 
at Hiogo against Clarence N. Cox, the mate 
and Charles F. Beveridge, the boatswain, an 
a naval court, with James Troup, British Con- 
sul, as President, was organized to inveati- 
age the complaints which had been entered 

ysurviving members of the crew. Of the 
five men who died atsea, the evidence showed 
that Edward Grant’s death occurred on Sep- 
tember 25, 1887, of scurvy, after having been 
the victim of a wanton act of ane on the 

art of the mate. Eight days before his death 

rant was triced up the mainmast by Cox and 
kept at work until the morning of the day be- 
fore he died. John Miller was lost overboard 
on October 7, andthe master allowed the man 
to sink without making any effort to rescue 
him, noteven causing a boat to be lowered 
when the accident occurred. On November 
19, while suffering from scurvy, James 
Armstrong was sent aloft on the mizzenmast 
by the boatswain to scrape the mast, a task 
that was not of an urgent nature. While per- 
forming this unnecessary duty pvenstrons fell 
to the deck and died of his injuries the follow- 
ing day. Alvin Chapel and Angelo Bianchi 
died of scurvy, the former on December 18 and 
the latter six days after. For Bianchi was re- 
served the most shocking act of cruelty, he 
having been dragged along the deck on sev- 
eral occasions by Cox and Beveridge while ina 
dying condition. 

The outbreak of scurvy on board the ship 
was shown to be due to a gross violation of 
the English statutes requiring the use of lime 
or lemon juice and to a ne pega 4 in the quan- 
tity of other anti- scorbuties in the food sup- 
plied for so long a voyage. 

During the voyage of the Macedon one of the 
steward’s feet was bitten off by a shark when 
the ship was thrown on her beam ends by a 
sudden squall.

The ceremony of recsiving a gentile into the 
Jewish faith took place atthe residence of 
Rabbi A. J. Messing of the United Hebrew 
Temple. The person who renounced the faith 
of her fathors to accept that of the patriarchs 
and prophets was the wife of Coleman Ullman, 
formerly Miss Agnes Malone of 1808 Olive 
street, whose parents are Roman Catholics. 
The ccremony was private, none viewing the 
ceremony but the rabbi’s family and two gen- 
tlemen friends of Dr. Messing. After the 
ceremony the religious marriage of Mr. and 
Mrs. Uliman was celebrated. At about 8:30 
o’clock the folding doors between the front

WERE THROWN OPEN 
and the rabbi advanced tothe little marble- 
topped table in the front room and said to Mr. 
A. Gershon: 

Have you your hat?“ 

That gentleman at once went into the hall- 
way and came back wearing a biack derby. 
The rabbithen put on his own black tile and 
motioned to Mrs. Ullman to come forward. 
In the back parlor were seated the groom, 
Mrs. Messing and family. From these the 
young lady came forward and stood at the 
table before the two gentlemen with hatted 
heads. Her tall figure was dressed in 


black silk, and upon her dark-brown hair was 
pressed down a high] black hat. As she 
took her plabe and listened to the first words 
of the service that was to make her a Jewess 
she was nesvous and had to bite her lips at 
first to keep her face properly composed. 
Every tims she bit her lips a pretty dimple 
blossome in her left cheek. 
THE CEREMONY. 

After triefly stating the object of the cere- 
mony, Babbi Messing put the following ques- 
tions te the lady, to each of which she re- 
sponded with a determined ‘‘I do, after 
reading her declaration of faith.

When these questionshad been answered, 
Rabbi Messing, addressing the proselyte, 
paid: ‘‘When Patriarch: Jacob crossed the 
Jabok, that dark night of his tribulations, he 
was met by an adversary, a host of the Eternal 
with whom he wrestled and finally prevailed 
over him. The angel, before taking his leave, 
blessed him by giving him the name of Israel, 
which means champion ofthe Lord. Whoso- 
ever within hisown spirit struggles against 
error and superstition, against all the dark 
forces of ignorance and hatred and comes 
forth victorious becomes thereby a changed 
beingin the spirit, and as such is deserving of 
anew name.

THE CONDITION OF THE JEWS.

SHOOK THE VALLEY. 


FOUR MEN KILLED AND MANY INJURED BY 
A POWDER EXPLOSION. 


A Terrible Disaster in the Wyoming Valley 
of Pennsylvania—Forty Persons Injured 
—Houses Damaged—A Passenger Wreck 
Jumped the Track—Casualties. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., February 10.—At 10 
o’clock this morning a severe shock was felt 
inthis city. Shortly afterward it was learned 
that a violent explosion had occurred at Du- 


pont’s Powder Works at Wapwallopen, 
twenty miles from here, and that four men 
were instantly killed. Theix names as given 
are Peter Kishbaugh, Geor Stout, John 
Hoffman and B. Betz. The e%plosion took 
place in the packing-house whete several tons 
of powder bad been stored. e cause of the 
accident is not known as yet. 

The explosion was the most violent that ever 
occurred in the Wyoming Valley. It oc- 
curred at 9:5 o’clock this —— 
The force of the shock was distinctly 
telqhere. The windows in all the buildings 
rattled, and officials in the Court-house here 
thought there was an earthquake, as the 
building shook violently. At Nanticoke and 
Wanamic chimnies 2 from the roofs of 
buildings and school children ran in terror 
from the school houses. Men and women 
flocked toward the mines where the members 
of their families were at work. At Shick- 
shinny the giass in almost every window was 
broken and many persons were thrown 
to the ground. At Wallopen nearly 
every window was damaged. Besides the 
killed, over forty persons were injured, four - 
teen of whom, it is said, will die. The cor- 
rect names of killed are: Peter Kish- 
baugh, George Stout, Olean Teats and John 
Rossman. They were blown to pieces and 
only a small portion of their bodies have been 
found. The cause of the accident is not 
known, a8 all those who were in the building 
are dead. 


The Broadlands Disaster.

The Coroner's jury failed to definitely fix 
the responsibility for the awful disaster, but 
it is now plainly apparent that entire 
lack of experience in mill operating on the 
part of the proprietors and their employes, to- 
gether with their ignorance of the nature of 
mill machinery,accoumts for thefreckless man- 
ner in which the sectional iron banded buhr 
stones were run up to a speed ot 800 revolu- 
tions per minute. The only wonder among 
practical mill men is that the stones did not 
fly to pieces even before attaining such great 
velocity. 


Fatally Injured.,

C. F. HUNTINGTON BEFORE THE HOUSE COM- 
MITTEE ON THE PACIFIC ROADS. 


The Railway Magnate Irritated by Pending 
Legislation— His Offer of a Settlement on 
a Basis of 250 Semi-Annual Payments— 
Gen. Wilson’s Argument—Proceedings in 
Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 10.—By ap- 
pointment, Mr. O. P. Huntington, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
appeared to-day before the House Committee 
on Pacific Railroads, to give his views upon 
pending legislation touching these roads and 
to explain the resources of the Central Pacfic 
Railroad Company. The hearing did not ocoupy 
the full time set apart for the purpose, owing 
to Mr. Huntington’s failure to appear at 10 
o’cloek. In fact, it was past II o’clock when 
he did enter the committee room. He said he 
did not come te make a speech or argument, 
but only to have a talk with the committee. 
This (the settlement of the Oentral Pacific 
debt) wasavery old matter and somewhat 
irritating, and he would very muon like to 
have it settled. He wished to talk a little 
about builders and building of the 


Central Pacific and see if an arrangement 
could not be reached by which the Govern- 
ment could come into its own and the com- 
pany preserve its property. He had been with 
the road since its organization in 1860. His as- 
sociates were all neighbors of his and came 
into the enterprise at hie personal solicita- 
tion. He had asked them, not because they 
were men of large means, but because of 
their integrity. e had put in twelve hours a 
day on the ere pyre Mw business from that 
day to this, and none of the company’s 
employes had worked harder. Men who went 
over the road in a palace car said it could not 
have cost much. ut it had cost a great deal 
of work. j 

Mr. Huntington continued at some length 
and went over the same und he did when 
before the Pacific Railroad Investigation Com- 
mittee in New York some months age. In 
conclusion he made a proposition for the set- 
tlement of the debt of the Central Pacific on 
the basis of 250 semi-annual payments—an ex- 
tension of fifty-two years, he said—with in- 
terest at 2 per cent. 

Mr. Huntington was asked if he made his

THE CANADIAN ROADS. 


Gen. James H. Wilson Proposes Amend- 
ments to the Interstate Commerce Law. 


WasHiIncton, D. C., February 10.—Gen. 
James H. Wilson addressed the Interstate 
Committee of the Senate this morning, pro- 
posing certain amendments to the interstate 
commerce law toucbing the relations of Cana- 
dian railroads to that law. He said he repre- 
sented nobody but himself and the American 
people. He represented no special interest, 


but sought merely to contribute his share as 
a private citizen to the accomplishment of a 
desired purpose. He said it might be fairly 
assumed that one of the best features of the 
interstate commerce law is that it requires 
publicity to be given to all rates, and 
that whatever needs to be concealed in 
connection with contracts for sales on either 
freight or passenger is wrung, and should be 
ee He, therefore, proposed that the 

rst paragraph of section 8 should be amend- 
ed by adding the following words: Or to enter 
with any private or secret contract or under- 
standing whatever, in reference to, or con- 
nected directly or indirectly, with the rates 
or conditions precedent or subsequent under 
which any traffic shall be secured 
or transported, and all contracts 
and conditions other than those 
ordinarily printed on the regular ticketa or in 
the em ge bills of lading connected with the 
sale of passenger tickets or transportation, 
or with the shipments of freight, or with the 
diversion of passengers or freight from the 
line or route of any other common carrier 
shall be deemed to be public contracts an 
shall be made on written or printed forms in 
triplicate, one for each of the parties thereto, 
and one to be forwarded to the Commissioner 
appointed under this act, under such regula- 
tions as they shall prescribe. 


Investigating ‘‘Trasts.’’ 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 10. — Con- 
gressman Rayner of Maryland was heard by 
the House Committee on Manufactures te- duy 


in advocacy of his bill to prevent the 
creation of trusts. He argued at length 
the right of Congress to legisiate in the 
matter.

It is in dail 
receipt of information in regar 
to the extension, locatlon and formation of 
trusts coming frem persons who have inter- 
ested themselves in the investigation. This is 
being carefully collected for the use ot the 
committee.

NESTLED AT ZERO. 


The-Mercury Spends the Night Where There 


Are No Figures. 


The high cold area which was north of St. 

Louis, in Northern 

Iowa, yesterday morn- 

ing, went skipping 

across the country last 

night with a rapidity 

that bathed its icicles 

in the waters of Bos- 

ton Bay. It took its 

departure so sud- 

denly that Sergt. 

Chappel’s prediction 

that the mercury would get5 deg. below zero 

was scarcely justified. Ordinarily the high 

area this morning would have been west of 

the Alleghanies, and this city would hardly 

have been out of the circle of its influence. Its 

oing so far east gave a low area chance to 

orm west of here and under this the condi- 

tions have been changed to such an extent 

that instead of cold clear weather, ‘‘warmer, 
threatening’’ is played by the Signal Office. 

In the Northwest the coldest places to-day 
were two or three degrees warmer than they 
were yesterday. Moorhead, that was 44 below 
yesterday, was only 14 below this morning. 
Locally the lowest point reached last night 
was zero, which was touched about 
9o’clock. After midnight the mercury slowly 
went up the column, and at 6a. m. to-day 
was 6 above.

AND HATFIELD FAMILIES. 


| Committed in Twenty-five Years— 
Recent Atrocities—Logan County, W. 
Va., and Pike County, Ky., the Bloody 
Grounds—Origin of the Trouble—Three 
McCoys Tied to a Tree and Shot—Retalia- 
tion on the Hatfields—Murder of Randall 
MoCoy’s Family—Capt. Vance’s Fight for 
His Life—His Wife's Story—A Tale of 
n 
Militia have been called into service by the 
Governors of Kentucky and West Virginia to 
‘Suppressthe warefare between the Hat field 
and McCoy families on the border between the 
two States. The feud which has caused so 
much bloodshed is not a recent vendetta, but 
began in 1863. The Hatfleld family then, as 
mow, ruled in Logan Oounty, W. Va., 
and the McCoys were supreme in Pike 
County, Ky., across the border. 
The former were Southern sympathizers 
while the McCoys were Union people. Up to the 
time of the raid made by Capt. Vance, a Hat- 
field, in 1863, the families had been friendly 
and had intermarried. Vance was in the Con- 
federate Army and with his command made a 
raid along the Sandy River, where there had 
been a great deal of robbing and stealing and 
notafew murders. In this raid Vance met 
Hiram McCoy, who had been before the war 
his intimate friend. As hé was a Union soldier 
Vance shot him, This murder incensed the 


McCoys and, as was customary in the vicinity, 
War was declared on the entire Hatfield family 
in consequence. 
SOME TIME AFTER THE MURDER 
three men, Nichols, Artrip and Lockhart, rela- 
tives of the McCoys, deserted their company, 
which was attached to the regiment in which 
— Vance was an officer. The Colonel de- 
talled Vance to hunt up the deserters, which 
he did, and found that they had joined a gang 
of thieves and camp-followers, who were pil- 
laging the country. Contrary to the usual 
custom they were not shot when captured, but 
were allowed to go free. Directly after their 
discharge Lockhart, Artrip and Nichols 
determined to kill Vance, and aid in 
wait for him close to one of Vance’s fields, 
expecting to shoot him while he was plough- 
ing. The first day they lay in ambush Vance, 
having receive information from some 
source of the intention of these three men, 
did not go into the field. The next morning 
Mrs. Vance went out of the bouse, ostensibly 
to look for a cow, with the purpose of finding 
where the men were posted. She caught a 
glimpse of them behind a fence corner, con- 
cealed by bushes through which they had ar- 
ranged loopholes. Mrs. Vance went back to 
the house and told her husband, who armed 
himself and slipped out of the back door, 
while his wife drew the attention of the would- 
be murderers by walking about the front 
yard. Vance succeeded in getting inthe rear 
of the trio and behind a tree when he opened 
fire upon them, killing Artrip at the first shot 
and putting eight bullets through Lockhart. 
Nichols got away with u slight wound. 
NO CONVICTIONS POSSIBLE. 
uring an interim which foliowed the close 
rebellion there were several murders 
ed by one side or other. Nothing was 
done to mxestigate the crimes or to arrest the 
suspected In fact it seems that the 
arrest of Hatfelds in West Virginia, or McCoys 
in Kentucky and their trials for murders or 
outrages had become but the vertest farce. 
An examination of the county records failed 
to disclose a single instunce wherein the cul- 
prits were found guilty or punished. 

The next trouble of a serious nature occurred 
about ten years ago, when two of Randal! Mc- 
Coy's nephews,Parish and Sam, killed William 
Statton, a brother-in-law of Ellis Hatfield. It 
was alleged that the McCoys met Statton on 
the road near Pond Creek, in Pike County, and 
aquarrel arose. During the dispute they shot 
him, seriously wounding him. The Hatfields 
prosecuted the McCoys, but the jury failed to 
agree and they were discharged. 

About five or six years ago Johnson Hatfield, 
son of Capt. Anson Hatfield, stole one of Ran- 
dall McCoy’s daughters. He had been making 
love to her for some time in opposition to the 
wishes of her parents, who would not permit 
him to come about the house. One night he 
ran off with her. Hatfield lived with the girl 
until they became tired of each other, when 
she was allowed tog». For this the McCoys 
swore out warrants against him for Ne 
concealed weapons. hey arrested him an 
took him to Kentucky, but Ans. Hatfleid mus- 
tered a squad and released the prisoner. 

THE NEXT KILLING OF A HATFIELD 

was at an election heldin Pike County; Ellis 
Hatfield and one or two others were present. 
The usual wind up of a fight occurred, in 
which itis alleged that Talbot, Farmer and 
Randall McCoy, Jr., knocked Ellis Hatfleid 
down and cut him almost in pieces. Ellis lived 
through the evening, but it was apparent that 
he could never recover. As soon as Ans. Hat- 
field heard of the murderous attack on Ellis he 
took with him two men, raided into Kentucky 
and captured the three McCoys who had at- 
tacked Ellie Hatfield. He brought these men, 
Talbott, Randall and Farmer into West 
Virginia at a point on Biack berry Creek, where 
they held them until they learned of Ellis Hat- 
fleld’s death. 

As soon as the word came they tied them to 
trees, with their hands bound behind them and 

heir feet fastened. The regulators then de- 
iberately stood off and leisurely shot them 
to death. One of the men, if not two, of Hat- 
field’s crowd pleaded for the lives of the men 
but Ans Hatfield swore he would kill them all 
‘*three for one. The men then asked Hat- 
field to spare the youngest, a m4 of but 15 
years. Hatfleld’s reply was a flash of his eye 
and significant poise of his rifle. The gang 
then took careful aim and riddled the bodies 
of the prisoners with bullets. 
THE M’COYS RBETALIATE. 
to this time the Hatfield’s appear to have 
done nearly ali the killing reported. There 
were a number killed whose names are for- 
tten. After the murder of Randall, Jr., 
farmer and Talbott McCoy, Jeff McCoy is al- 
leged to have killed Fayette Wofford of Pike 
— 4 After the murder of Wofford, Jeff 
made his escape into Logan County in the 
neighborhood of Mate Creek, where he re- 
mained about two months with aman named 
Halford. About the time the two months had 
expired Halford and Jeff McOoy fell out with 
a man named Wallace, who had married a 
niece of McCoy. The woman had left Wallace 
and gone home to her father, a man named 
Daniels.- Wallace and the desperado Cap. 
Hatfield went after her. but did not 
find her. They found her mother, and Hatfield 
in a fit of rage gave her a brutal whipping with 
a cowtall which he carried in his pocket. A 
warrant was sworn outfor Wallace, and Jeff 
McOoy was placed in charge of the 12 
Why the warrant was not gotton out for Cap. 
Hatfield is explained only by the fact that they 
were all afraid to arrest him. Jeff McCoy un- 
dertook to capture Wallace, and ordered him 
to surrender while he was in company with 
several others. Wallace refused to submit 
and McCoy deliberately shot; him, wounding 
him severely. McOoy then ran away. 

Cap. Hatfield now took a hand in the game 
of afrest and rearrest. He went after McCoy 
and captured him and turned him over to 
Thomas Wallace and N. B. Nichols to be kept 
under guard. When they got about one mile 
from the scene of the arrest, along the creek 
McCoy is said to have attempted to escape an 
was kilied. 

Kentucky, in the spring of 1886, offered a re- 
ward aggregating about $3,000 for Ans. Hat- 
1 und Capt. Hatfleld and Thomas 
Mitohell. Frank Phillips, one of the worst of 
the vp! gang, was at the time Deputy 
Sheriff of Pike County. To him were given 
some or all of the warrants. He led a gang 
into Logan Oounty, and about ten miles west 
of Tug Fork, in Logan County, captured 
Thomas Ohambers, step-father of the man 
the warrant really meant.

killed 
DIRECTLY AFTER THE MURDER 

Frank Phillips led avrowd of McCoys into 
Logan County. On January6 they arrived at 
Anson Hatfield’s house, but he had heard of 
theircoming and escaped to the hills. The 
next day the same crowd, now numbering 
twenty-three, went up Tnacker Oreek toward 
Mate Creek, still in the search of Ans. Hat- 
field. They captured a man named Dave Dam- 
ron on Mate Creek and forced him to go along 
asaguide. About two miles down Thacker 
Creek 2 arrested Wm. H. Ferrell and his 
boy. Daniel Christian, an employe of Ferrell, 
was also captured. 

On January 7 the McCoy gang went up 
Thacker Creek about two and one-half miles 
to the residence of Capt. James Vance, but 
Capt. Vance and his wife were away. Only 
one of the children, a young girl, remained. 
The outlaws took possessiou of the house, 
and threatened to kill the girl and her father 
when they should one him. They then went 
through the house and robbed it of everything 
of value, greedily gathering up all the Win- 
chester cartridges they found. They told the 
girl before they left that they intended to kill 
Capt. Vance—not that they had anything 
against him, but simply because they 
wanted his Winchester rifle. After the 
robbery, the McCoy gan left, go- 
ing in the direction of ate Oreek. 
They met him on the mountain about a mile 
from Thacker Creek and opened fire. Vance 
replied but he was killed. 

HIS WIFE TELLS THIS STORY 
of the fight: 

J was about half way between the Captain 

nd the McCoys. Vance was about twenty 

ards above me while the McCoys were the 
same distance below. The road took a curve 
here and the men all jumped to a tree and then 
they began firing as fast as they could. Isaw 
the Captain when he was struck first. The 
bullet hit him in the hip and went clear 
through him and he settled down, but he did 
not give up. He settled down behind a small 
rotten locust stump about six inches in diame- 
ter and fired his Winchester as fast as 
he could. Another bullet struck him 
in the shoulder, but he kept on firing. 
I stood still right between them and kept my 
face turned towards the Captain most of the 
time. The bullets flew all around me, and the 
McCoys yelled to me to sit down. I told them 
I wouldn’t, when one of the crowd yelled, 
‘Shoot the woman, too!“ I told em to shoot 
if they wanted to. I had no arms and couldn’t 
fire back, but I wouldn’t sit down for them or 
any other such a gang of cowards. All this 
time the firing was going on. A big bullet 
struck the stump behind which the Captain 
was sitting. The dust flew out of his coat, 
but Iknewit didn’t hit him. It struck the 
coat too far back, but just then another ball 
struck him, making the fourth, and he sort of 
leaned over and cried out: ‘Rally at the top 
of the hill, boys!’ Iknew then that he was 
out of his mind and was dying. But even 
then he drew his pistol, having emptied his 
Winchester, and fired three more shots, when 
the pistol fell out of his hand. 

The last bullet the Captain fired seemed to 
come almost squarely at me. He had lost his 
strength and mind too. Just then 1 saw Frank 
Phillips slipping around me and off to the left 
of my old man. I told him not toshoot any 
more as the old man was dead already, but he 
kept on until he got right close up to him in 
the rear, when he placed his gun to his head 
and blew fhe top of the Captain’s head off, 
just as Ieame running up. I got there just in 
time to hear the Captain murmur ‘God have 
mercy On my soul!’ when he fell over and ex- 
pired. The murderers stripped the body of 
the weapons and everything valuable and left 
and went on down the creek.’’ 

FRANK PHILLIPS’ RAIDS. 

The McCoys, under the leadership of Frank 
Phillips, started in the direction of Pike Coun- 
ty. They were met byareinforcement from 
Pike and returned, going further back into 
Logan. ig captured and abducted six men, 
Vaientine atfield, Andy Varney, L. D. Me- 
Coy, Doc Mahan, Piant and Sam Mahan, all of 
whom were taken to Pikeville and confined in 
jail. They have since been indicted for the 
murder of the three McCoys, who were tied to 
trees and shot. Thesameé gang, under the same 
leadership, again raided into West Virginia 
on January 20. When they had reached 
a point between the mouths of Pigeons 
and Mate creeks they were met by a posse 
of eight men from Logan Court-house with 
warrants for the arrest of the murderers of 
Capt. Vance. The little squad of eight men 
demanded the surrender of Frank Phillips and 
the others who were accused of the killing. 
Instead of surrendering the McCoys fired on 
the Sheriff’s men and mortally wounded Wm. 
Bagsley, one ot the posse, he fire was re- 
turned and ‘‘Bud’’ McCoy fell, shot through 
the shoulder, The posse being outnumbered 
almost four to one, beat a retreat, leaving 
their comrade on the ground. Frank Phillips 
then went up to the wounded man, and, not- 
withstanding his appeals for mercy, placed his 
gun to his head and blew thetop of his head

* Upon the heels of this McCoy raid and the 
murder of a West Virginia officer, Judge Wag- 
ner, County Judge of Pike County, and J. L. 
Ferguson, County Attorney of the same 
county, went to the city of Frankfort to ap- 
peal to Kentacky’s Governor for Winchester 
rifies. It is understood that Gov. Buckner 
recommended that the arms be sent, but the 
Legislature, which was in session, refused to 
rant the request and the gentlemen returned 
ome. Butarms were not lacking. Another 
aid has since been made and it is said that 
rank Phillips was killed, though this report 
lacks confirmation.

A Former Pastor of Gen. Garfield to Locate 
in St. Louis—Rev. O. A. Bartholomew 
Accepts the Cal] to the First Christian 

¢ Church—Bishop Bonacum Visits His 
Alma Mater—Rev.Wm.Johnson’s Success 
in Cleveland—How a Preacher Can Reach 
the Masses When He Tries. 


Rev. Othniel Aiq Bartholomew, A. M., who 
has announced his acceptance of the call to 
the First Christian Church, this city, is about 
50 years of age, and is one of the most widely 
and favorably-known ministers of his denom- 
ination, having held for several years the 
offices of President of the Board of the General 
Missionary Convention, Vice-President of the 
Foreign Missionary Society, and Trustee of the 
hymn- book fund of the Ohristian Church, and 
several other important positions of trust. Mr, 
Bartholomew is a native of Ohio, where he 
received his education in the public scheols 
and in the National NormagUniversity at Leb- 
anon, O., intending to make teaching his life- 

work. After hav- 
ing taught very 
successfully for a 
Pew years he was 
elected President 
of Jefferson Col- 
lege, Kentucky, 
at the early age 
of 23. The posi- 
tion he held 
three years, and 
achievedsuccess,

Christian Church, in which he has been 
actively engaged for more than twenty-four 
years, without being unemployed a single 
day. Mr. Bartholomew has a wife, but no 
children. He is said to be a fine scholar anda 
sound gospel preacher, but not at all sensa- 
tional. Itis, however, as a pastor that he is 
regarded as peculiarly strong, combining, as 
he does, many important qualifications for 
pastoral work. His most important flelds of 
labor have been Philadelphia and Pittsburg, 
Pa., Washington, D. O., Oincinnati, 
O., and Covington and Danville, Ky. 
Whlle serving in Washington he had the honor 
of being Gen. Garfleld's pastor for four years. 
Personally Mr. Bartholomew is a man of fine 
presence, weighing considerably more than 
200 pounds. He has a pleasant address and 
athorough acquaintance with the science of 


music. 
THE NEW LOCATION. 


The coming of Mr. Bartholomew will cause 
tbe First Church to hunt a new loca- 
tion very soon, as his acceptance was 
contingent upon the church’s agreeing to 


move west. He preached hereseveral months 
ago and at the time freely expressed him- 
self on the bad acoustic properties of the 
church and the undesirableness of its location 
at Seventeenth and Olive streets. Although 
the strongest Christian Church in the city, the 
First has had bad luck witb its pastors recent- 
ly. In 1885 Rev. Wm. E. Hall, who had be- 
come quite prominent among the local clergy, 
resigned to take a pastorate at Philadelphia. 
Rev. J. O. Tully succeeded him, but he also 
gave up the pulpit last summer to go into the 
real estate business. It has long contemplated 
moving West, but has held back to sell its 
present property advantageously. It must 
move now. Its new location will be some- 
where between Garrison and Grand avenues 
and Chestnut and Morgan streets. It has had 
its eye on that district for some years, and be- 
lieves it can there go on with its work without 
infringing upon the territory of the sister 
church, Central, at Grand and Finney 
avenues.

One side 
seems destined to lose too much, and both 
buyers and sellers are tired of the system. 
The admixture of dirt to wheat still continues 
in spite of ageneral feeling that it would be 
much better to ship a clean article.——Bruce 
Inman, one of Cleary & Co.'s country buyers, 
has returned from a trip to the corn belt of the 
Northwest. In conversation with Mr. Inman 
he stated that the corn — in Nebraska was 
good in many sections, but had been marketed 
freely. The farmers of that State shell tneir 
corn to use the cobs for fuel, and haying it 
shelled they at once carry it to the stations for 
sale. None of the elevators along the roads 
have capacity for more than a few cars at a 
time, and this keeps the corn moving to mar- 
ket as fast as it comes in. Another thing that 
has caused the farmers to sell freely is that 
where in previous years they did not realize 
over 18@20c a bushel, this season they have 
been paid 85@86c. Most of the oorn 
is in Northeastern Nebraska and North- 
western Iowa and the whole world, seeming- 
25 is and has been buying there, buyers from 
ew York, Chicago, Baltimore, Boston, Lou- 
isville, Cincinnati, St. Louis and other points 
being represented. While there has been 
such a free movementto market, yet he be- 
lieved there was a good deal of corn left that 
would come out whenever the country roads 
were good, but good country roads for thirty 
days would make a big hole in their supplies. 
The shippers in that section feel very friendly 
towards St. Louis, as the inspection

CAUSED SURPRISE. 


The Defalcation and Resignation of a Well- 
Known Catholic Priest. 


By Telegraph te the POsST-DISPATCH. 

BOSTON, Mass., February 10. — Following 
close upon the Crowley defalcation comes the 
news of another irregularity, this one in- 
volving a priest of the Catholic Church. It is 
safe to say that the surprise which accom- 
panied the announcement of Crowley’s fall 
from grace was no greaterthan that which is 
caused by the information thatthe books of 
4 D. H. Roche, Superintendent of the 

king Boys’ Home, on Bennett street, were 
mixed. Father Roche has had charge of 
the institution for a long time. Last week 
his resignation was announced and was re- 
ceived with surprise, Which was mingled with 
regret when it was declared ill-health com- 
elled him to give up the work he had fol- 
owed so faithfully for years. His resignation 
was asked for by Archbishop Williams as a re- 
sult of investigations made by Father Hugh P. 
Smith, a trustee ofthe institution and othe. 
During Father Roche’s prolonged visit to N 


York, not long ago, the books of 
the institution were examined. It was 
found that Fatber Roche had not made 


a record of the receipts of moneys given 
to and acquired in various other ways by 
the institution. This investigation was sup- 
plementary to a previous one, in which the 
suspicion that Father Roche had not been 
keeping the books straight was the result. 
Postmaster Corse was waited upon and was 
requested by Father Smith, who was backed 
up by the Archbishop, not to hand over to 
Father Roche on his return such mail as 
might have arrived for him during his 
absence. This was done. 

On his return the priest called for his mail 
and his request was refused. He stormed and 
raged, then called upon Gen. Corse, 
and those who were present describe 
a lively scene between the priest and the Post- 
master. Father Roche did not get his mail 
and immediately on his arrival at the Home he 
was informed of the discoveries made during 
his absence. The upshot of it all was that 
Archbishop Williams ordered the priest’s 
resignation, and it was given last week as 
described. The amount involved is not an- 
nounced tg trustees, but it is thought to 
be over $1,500. It included meney made from 
fairs, entertainments, kettle-drums, subscrip- 
tions and so forth.

THE MOTHER’S REPLY IN THE - NIEMAN: 
HABEAS CORPUS-CASE. 


Both Girls Sent Out of the City—A-Sharp.Ar- 
raignment ofthe Husband—The Godfrey 
Divorce Cross-Bill —An Amended Petition 
in the Sternschass Domestic Contest 
Matrimonial Troubles Under the Dome. 


A return or answer was filed in Judge Val- 
liant’s court this morning in the Nieman 
habeas corpus case involving the custody of 
two young girls, Antoinette and Loretta Nie- 
man. The answer is entered by Edmond A.B. 
Garesche in behalf of the mother, Margaret 
Nieman, The application was made, it will 
be remembered, by the father, Herman Nie- 
man, who seeks to remove the girls 
from the influence of the mother and the 
persons by whom she is surrounded. She sets 
forth in her return that her daughters are at 
present stopping at the residence of a friend, 
Mrs. Delia Butts, who lives ten or twelve miles 
out on the St. Charles Rock road; that they 
went out there before the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were commenced by the father, and 
that they will not return to the city until next 
Tuesday morning.

declares that her husband is notafit and 
peepee person to be entrusted with the care of 

ittle.giris; that in April, 1888, he abandoned 
his wife and family,and has failed and refused 
to provide in any way for their support. 


Mrs. Nieman states that she was com- 
pelled to | with her jewelry, fur- 
niture an clothin in order to 
obtain the necessaries of life. She complains 


that prior to the abandonment of his family 
her husband was at all times severe in his de- 
meanor at home; that he nevef displayed any 
affection fer his children, and he suffered his 
family on one occasion to be put out of the 
house for non-payment of rent. He hadde- 
clared that he would break his wife up 
and he positively refused to do anything for 
hisfamiiy. He had recently been prosecuted 
in the Court of Criminal Correction on two 
charges, one of the abandonment of his chil- 
dren and the other of living with another 
woman. Those cases are still pending and 
Mrs. Nieman alleges that the habeas corpus 
application is not made in good faith. 

Judge Valiiant glanced at the return filed 
and said that he would take the matter up 
later in the day. 


The Godfrey Divorce. 


Mrs. Margaret Godfrey entered a reply to- 
day in Judge Seddon’s court denying the 
matter set up in her husband’s cross-bill to 
her divorce proceeding. He states that they 
were married at New Orleans in February, 


1852. He complains chiefly of his wife’s 
dissipated habits and alleges that 
she has deen habitually intoxicated 
for twenty years and that her 


condition at times rendered his life a burden. 
He frequently placed her in private institu- 
tions, hoping to cure her of drinking habits, 
and at different times she had been an inmate 
of the Convent of the Good Shepherd and St.

On Tuesday the 28th inst. 152 voting booths 
will be opened in various parts of the city for 
the purpose of ascertaining the sentiment of 
the voters on two important amendments to 
the city charter, the fundamental law govern- 
ing St. Louis, This will be a 
more important election than any that 
has been held in this city for ten years. 
If the first amendment fails to carry St. Louis 
will have no street sprinkling at all for the 
spring and early months of summer and will 
then have the costly but humiliating experi 
ence of falling back into the power of the 
street spinkling contractors. Jf the second 
amendment fails the growth and improve- 
ment of the city will de effectually 
checked according to the opinion of 
the financial officers of the city. 
The points inyolved in the passage or rejec- 
tion of this amendment are presented to the 
readers of the POST-DISPATCH by the advo- 
cates and opponents of the proposed change, 
and the question is left open for the judgment 
of the interested voters.

For the better understanding of the impor- 
tant propositions which will be thus briefly set 
forth in the ballot, the PostT-DISPATCH here- 
with presents them in full.

STREET SPRINKLING,

A Review of the Situation Which Every 
Voter Should Read. 


The first amendment given above must pass 
or St. Louis will be ina déplorable condition 
next summer. The revenue ot the city is now 
only sufficient to defray the expenses of 
government and to make only the most neces- 
sary public improvements. It is settled 
beyond qvestion that the city cannot 
raise money to pay for street sprinkling out 


of the general revenue. The taxes are now as 
high as the property in the old limits can 
stand. In many places where property has 
depreciated the faxes have been keptup and 
at the beginning of the fiseal year, when the 
appropriations are made for the running 
expenses of the city, Which amount to 
over $9,000 per day, every dollar of the 
2 revenue is disposed of. The 
icense account cannot yield any more than at 
present,the merchants now claiming that they 
are overtaxed. Last year the licenses yielded 
$1,189,762.68. The total Income available for 
eneral municipal purposes was $3,614,888.85. 
he total appropriations froth municipal rev- 
enue amounted to $3,482,510.86, leaving an un- 
appropriated balance $182,377.99 on 
the books, but was only 
represented in the treasury by 
uncollected and uncollectible damages as- 
sessed for street openings, @tc. From this it 
will be seen that the city is now run on a nar- 
row margin, and that no money is left to pay 
the expenses of such a new@nd extensive un- 
dertaking as a general @treet sprinkling 
scheme. F 
A brief review of the his of street sprink- 
ling will explain the dang@rs of the crises 
which the voters will meet of the 28th inst. 
Before the reconstruction @f the streets with 
granite, Telford, Nicholson other block 
and solid paving material, the limestone 
dumped upon the highways where traffic was 
heavy was ground under the tres of the ve- 
hiclesto a powder nearly white in color. 
Samples are yet to be seen od too many of the 
streets in dry midsummer,, Fora long time 
St. Loulsans solaced them with the fic- 
tion that this limestone dust, — annoy- 
ing, was healthy. A scientifie gentleman who 
happened to visit this city had his atten- 
tion particularly directed tothe dust on some 
of the streets where ie was very heavv 
devoted a few days to the study of the subject 
and then announced the list of pulmonary, 
bgonchial, n nasal, a and 
optical ills directly traceable to the floating

theless anxious to abate the nulsance. Team- 
sters fitted out wagons with large tubs and 
introduced the system which grew to bea 
high-priced monopoly. These teamsters 
found it so profitable that they went into the 
business regularly. A few years ago three 
large companies were formed. They 
divided the central ortion of the city 
between them. The publicis pretty well ac- 
quainted with the workings of 
THIS OLD SYSTEM. 

Each block was canvassed. Subscriptions 
were demanded from every occupant of a 
house. These often amounted to $800 per 
month per mile. The contractors had every- 
thing their own way. If the block did 
not yield the required revenue the contractors 
in whose territory the block was 
located refused to sprinkle and 
the residents, on this account, 
found themselves the subject of unpleasant 
comment from all passers-by. The contract- 
ors were as severe with individuals as with 
communities. Every twenty-five feet of 
ground was expected to yield a certain 
amount. If occupied by a smali residence it 
was expected to yield its proportion. If it 
were a tenement each family or room was 
obliged to contribute towards the payment of 
the expenses, The contractors fixed the amount 
and no insolent argument as to the justice of 
the demand was tolerated by the contractors. 
They insisted on getting the figure they de- 
manded or they refused to sprinkle the space 
in front of the contumaclous subscriber’s 
premises, making him submit to the humilia- 
ting distinction of being the only person on 
the street whose place was not sprinkled. 
The injustice of this to the neighbors, who suf- 
fered as much nom the dusty gusts as the 
householder who refused to pay the demands, 
did not 8 to the contractors, who 
pocketed their subscription, which they 
argued did not coverany part of the street 
but that immediately in front ofthe non-con- 
tributing premises. The pleasant option was 
given the adjoining roperty-holders of 
eee in“ and paying the subscription 
expected from vacant lots or householders 
who refused to make a contribution, but if a 
majority of the householders or tenants, 
or a minority paying the better portion 
of the subscription, threatened to withdraw 
their subscription unless the contractor 
sprinkled the patches, they soon learned the 
folly of their ways. The contractor withdrew 
his carts from the block and left them 

TO SUFFER THE DUST 
nuisance. There was no such an equalizing 
item as competition in this arrangement. The 
wealthy contractors had divided the city into 
districts, which they left completely to 
the mercy of the contractor holding that 
district who carried on his tyrannical methods 
without any fear that other contractors would 
come in to secure his victims. The lines of 
the districts were established and the con- 
tractors owned all the sprinkling plugs from 
which it was legal under the old sprinkling or- 
dinance to fill the carts. The smaller firms 
could not enter into the fight for business with 
the wealthier contractors. These usually had 
their stables located in the extreme north or 
south end of the city convenient tothe poor 
paying districts left to them by the wealthier 
concerns which held the districts from Hebert 
street on the north to Lafayette avenue on the 
south and from the river to Vandeventer ave- 
nue. The sprinklers working on a small capi- 
tal, and located outside of this boundary could 
not enter into competition as the expense 
of locating the plugs and bringing 
their teams long distances was su ficiently 
discouraging without the assurance that the 
wealthier contractors would do the work for 
nothing before giving them a foothold in their 
districts. They knew they would be crusbed 
out, and for this reagon they did not dare to 
enter into the fight. The monopoly was left 
undisturbed. heir charges ran as high 
as $500 per mile. At the rate of 
$l per twenty-five foot front, the 
lowest rate which the contractors charged, 
the contractor’s income was §120 more than 
what the Board of Public Improvements has 
calculated would be a profitable allowance for 
— org ee — of ts. Their profit, as 
shown by figures presented in the Dis- 
PATCH last May, often amounted to 800 per 
cent. The ordinance regulating street sprink- 
ling was entirely inadequate, and under the 
old system the citizens were completely at the 
meroy of the street-sprinkling contractors.

everything their own way. The money was 
finally collected atthe expense of the other 
departments, and on the lbth of last August 
3 as a municipal undertaking 
was inaugurated, 

Though all the contracts were leton a just 
basis the city did not fare well at the hands of 
the contractors. Two sprinklings per day 
were provided for, but it was soou found that 
this would not be sufficient. The work 
was slighted by the sprinklers, who drove 
their carts over the streets so rapidl 
the granite was lined like a zebra’s skin wit 
lines of damp and dusty places. The supervi- 
sion provided for was inadaquate. The ser- 
vices of the Police Department were invoked 
to assist in the work of superintendence, but 
not asingle report of any value was received 
During the three 
montbs in which the spriukling was carried 
on under the ordinance $75,000 was expended 
Notwithstanding the magnitude of the under- 
taking, it was fairly successfull. The great 
success was that it established the fact that 
the only way to secure a general sprinkling of 
the city was by undertaking it as a public im- 
provement, under municipal supervision, and 
not to leave it entirelv in the hands of 

EXTORTIONATE CONTRACTORS, 
as in former years, when the city wassprinkled 
in patches. 

The fact now stands prominently forth that 
unless sprinkling amendment comes the city 
will go back into hands of contractors, and 
instead of having the streets sprinkled 
throughout the season at the rate of $2.50 
(maximum), every householder occupying 
twenty-five feet will have to stand the old con- 
tractors’ assessments, wualch were never under 
$8 for each building lot for the season. The 
ordinance now on the books providing for pay- 
ing for street 1 * out of municipal rev- 
enue can only be done by changing the estab- 
lished government of the city, and this cannot 
under any circumstances be donefor a year, 
which would leave the city without any pro- 
vision whatever for the coming summer. 
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THEY SHOULD BE ADOPTED. 


Views of the Members of the Board of 
Public Improvements. 


The members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements are all infavorof the proposed 
amendments. This body will have the 
preparation of the new sprinkling ordinance 
in its charge. Since last June they have had 
considerable experience with this problem, 
and are now all in favor of 
the amendments for street sprinkling 
and the payment by special tax. Commis- 


sioner Murphy would not favor a plan to 
sprinkle by special tax if any provision could 
be made to defray this expense out of the gen- 
eral revenue. This is said to be impossible by 
all the financial officers of the city, so that 
aside from the argument that there is more 
justice in a special tax against the property 
divectly bone ff than the plan of pay- 
ing out of the general revenue contributed 
to by tg md out of the reach of the water 
and the sprinkling benefits for work done to 
benefit other localities, there is a strong 
reason for passing the proposed amendment. 


When 
PRESIDENT HENRY FLAD 

of the Board of Public Improvements was 
asked yesterday what disposition he thought 
should be made by the voters of the pro- 
posed charter amendments on the 28th 
inst., he said: ‘‘Undoubtedly they should 
be adopted. The proposed amend- 
ment in regard to sprinkling is the 
only salvation of the city. The expense of 
sprinkling the streets of this city during the 
season of seven or eight months during which 
it ia necessary to lay the dust will be about 
$250,000. This cannot be paid out of the 
municipal revenue. That is barely enough for 
the purposes to which it is now devoted. 
So sprinkling must be paid for by 
a special tax, or else we must 
go back to the old plan of private subscrip- 
tions. Now there is ever reason why the city 
should not go back to that primitive plan. One 
will be enough to convince citizens 
how they should vote. Under the old 
plan it cost citizens $1 per month 
for each residence of twenty-five or 
thirty-foot front, that was $8 for tbe sea- 
son; under the new ordinance, if the amend- 
ment is adopted, the cost will only be $2.50 
for the whole season, and besides, the sprink- 
ling, which will be ample and well regulated, 
will be general. Of course these arguments 
don’t ee to those lucky fellows who own 
whole ocks of unimproved property on 
prominent streets. They don’t live there them- 
selves and have no particulur interest in 
sprinkling the street. With the people who 
may live on the opposite side of the street 
the case is different, The owners of such un- 
occupied property may be relied on to vote 
for the defeat of the amendment which pro- 
poses to tax him for the sprinkling. 

‘‘This amendment, if it carries, taxes the 
cost against the owner instead of the tenant. 

1 think the second amendment is aleo a 
very important one and should carry. I will 
vote for both of them.’’ 

COMMISSIONER M. J. MURPHY 

said: ‘*The charter amendment providing for 
the sprinkling of the streets and public places 
of the city would in mv opinion be a most ex- 
cellent measure, if provision were made in the 
act for the payment of the cost out of the gen- 
eral revenue instead of by a special tax. he 
trouble about this special tax business is that 
it works a hardship about two-thirds of the 
taxable property of the city. Thousands of 
feet of ground are lying unimproved and un- 
productive because the owners cannot afford 
to improve the property, and if they could the 
conditions are such that it would not pay to 
place buildings on the land—of course ali this 
class of ground has to bear and pay its share 
of these special taxes just the same 
as that in districts or localities 
where there is an active demand for business 
and residence accommodations. The general 

rinciple running through this special tax 

usiness is the direct and absolute benefit and 
improvement to the property taxed. Will the 
eneral aprinkling of the street benefit to any 
— the large amount of vacant property, 
that will be assessed to pay the cost of the 
work? I think this matter of sprinkling stands 
ona differer t basis from that of street im- 
provements or reconstruction. In the latter 
case the property bordering onthe improve- 
ments is directly benefited. I think by proper 
management of the general revenue, by a 
strict system of economy in all departments, 
and by a close supervision over proposed — 4 
propriations for projects that might properly 
be deferred, they could find money enough to 
sprinkle all the streets of the city, without the 
imposition of a special tax. lam thoroughly 
in favor of sprinkling, but opposed to any 
special tax where it can de avoided. 
It seems from the opinions of the officers who 
control the finances of the city that the money 
can not be secured fromthe general revenue 
to bear the burden of this undertaking. In that

He was of this opinion when the 
subject was before the Assem Diy last May, but 
when the ordinance was passed, providing for 
paying for sprinkling out of the municipal 
revenue, he enforced its provisions over al- 
most insurmountable obstructions.

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OF VAST IMPORTANCE. 


Comptroller Campbell Shows Why the 
Amendments Should Be Adopted. 


Comptroller Campbell says that both the 
proposed amendments should pass. I,“ 


said he, the citizens can be made to under-. 


stand the importance of adopting those 
amendments there would be no question as to 
the adoption of them at the coming election. 
The first amendment is to provide for gen- 
eral street sprinkling by aspecial tax against 
the benefited property. It is a question of 


sprinkling or no sprinkling, in reality. The 
present ordinance provides for the payment 
of street sprinkling out of the municipal rev- 
enue. Now the revenue of the city is 
barely enough to defray the expenses 
of the established government, the ex- 
penses of which cannot be reduced 
sufficiently to make an allowance large enough 
to defray the expenses of street sprinkling. 
The ordinance now on the book went into ef- 
fect just before the last appropriation was 
made in June. Gen. Turner estimated that 
$80,000 would be required to pay for sprinkling 
the city twice a day for three months, begin- 
ning August 15,the earliest date at which it was 
possible to carry the provisions ofthat ordi- 
nance into effect. This estimate was close as the 
expenditure subsequently showed. Now to 
raise that amotht of money every estimate 
forwarded for the fiscal year of 87-88 
was figured down to the lowest notch and the 
amount could not be made up. The subject 
was sent to the committees of the Assembly. 
They sat day atter day and after two weeks’ 
work only raised the amount by seriously 
crippling several of the departments and en- 
tirely re ng several very necessary appro- 
priations. This was the result of an ae 
to raise only $80,060 to y for sprinkling the 
streets for three months. Now, for the full 
season of eight months to thoroughly 
sprinkling them would require not 
less than $250 , 000. Where is the 
mone to come from? It cannot be 
raised while we continue the government of 
the city under the present plan. If this amend- 
ment fails before the people

during the „* season. These are the 
facts concerning the first of the proposed 
amendments. 

‘‘Now as regards the second amendment. 
This proposes to strike out-one section of the 
charter and to insert anew one, which will 
give the Municipal Assembly the power to 
adjust the rate of taxation in the new limits 
from time to time as may be deemed expedi- 
ent, but at no time to exceed the rate charged 
in the old limits. 

WHY THE SECOND SHOULD PASS. 

In urging upon the Assembly the necessity 
of the proposed change in the taxation of the 
new limits, last April I advanced the following 
reasons, which hold perfectly goed for sub- 
mission to the voters who will decide upon 
the proposed change on the 28th inst. I then 
said the tax rate for interest and public debt 
revenue for the current year has been recom- 
mended to be reduced irom 75 cents to 70 cents 
on the $100 valuation in the old limits and in- 
creased from 10 cents to 35 cents in the dis- 
tricts in the new limits where the Assembly 
may increase the rates. On this basis the tax 
levy will be reduced $95,065.33 in the old limits 
and increased $20,625.95 in the new limits. In 
this connection I would recommend that the 
necessary ordinance be passed for submitting 
to the vote of the people an amend- 
ment the charter on the. subject 
of taxation in the new limits. he 
law should be changed authorizing the Assem- 
bly to increase the rates of taxation in the new 
limits in such district or districts as it may 
deem expedient to establish from time to 
time.
